have plenty of time to write if I only 
knew what to write about, but surely 
the sayings and doings of a bunch of 
civilized savage* cannot be of much 
interest. 


You must see these people to un- 


derstand something of their habits 
and language. First and always they 
are interesting, but after a little 
while, to use, a common -expression, 
they make you tired. All tbelr deal- 
ngs with one in a business way are 
so transparent, and everything else 
,hey do Is so inscrutable' that one re- 
gards them with interested disgust. 


A tout this time of year in tbe States 
ou are looting for heavier clothing 
while we are dressed in summer at- 
ire the year fount. 
About now be- 


gins a warmer period as the rainy sea- 
son is almost over. It looks like and 
'eels like a May day. .Everything is 
;reen,*nd the trees are in full foliage. 
Ve had one cool day two weeks ago. 


'. thought I would freeze, and had to 
buscar1' some heavy underclothing. 


I wore a blue blouse all day. Oh, it 
was fearful. The thermometer must 
have been 50 above zero. 


We grow mangoes here in great 
.umbers. 
They ripen in June and 


uly, a lucious. golden fruit for those 


who like them. I don't. They are in 
bape like an average cucumber, ob- 
ong with a thin but tough skin and a 
teenlsh or yellowish cast. The eata- 
iie part, and there is not much waste, 
s a rich yellow, mushy like a very ripe 
?each, or rather like a yellow plum, 
nd a taste which is peculiarly mango. 
One likes them very much or not at 
11. 
Bananas are abundant, grow 


wild, that is not cultivated, but they 
re tame enough togrow right in front 
if 
my office and all over town. 


Oranges I have not seen growing here 
and very few for sale. There are two 
ocoanut groves within a hundred 
ards of me, but I seldom eat cocoanuts. 
! have not seen dates and figs here, 
tut pineapples were abundant In 
une and July. They were cheap and 
lelicious, and we had them every day. 
["here are strange fruits one never 
sees in the States, strange looking ar- 
icles with stranger names. "~ One 
:alled "loncba, "large as a watermelon 
with an exterior like a hedge apple. 
Then tbey have 
what they call 


iranges or"narauga" which are round 
and larger than a cocoanut. 
The 


meat Is blood red, coarse and not very 
nicy, but of pleasing flavor. Bananas 
are what I generally eat at a peseta a 
bunch. That Is 20 cents Mexican or 
10 cents gold. I usually buy 10 or 15 
each morning which costs "dors 
ducors" (2 ducors or one cent) 


Flowers are rarely seen, that is gar- 


den plants. Why I do not know. 
Probably they were never introduced 
or cultivated. Bush flowers, such as 


syrlngas and shrubs, are common, 
mod some are very pretty. Small rows 
flourish, but fuchsias, geraniums, pan- 
sles and otber favorites in Ohio are 
rarely seen. Perhaps there are wild 
flowers in the mountains, but I have 
never gone far beyond the foothills. 
There are too many Ladrone* in tbe 
mountains to enjoy tbe scenery., 


We received a cablegram the after- 


noon of Nov. 6 saying McKlnley had 
been reelected, that is we had -the 
news only 12 or 16 hoars later than 
you had it. As the result of a wager 
a party of six of us took dinner with 
Feline Tonco, a prominent and weal- 
thy native. We have been Invited 
out before, but this was recherche 
from soup to cigars. We were at the 
table over an hour and a half, and 
with well trained servants all is order- 
ly, quiet and smooth. After eight 
courses we went to another room with 
palms and rugs,' divans and oriental 
ware where we smoked and sipped 
coffee to say nothing of iced claret and 
soft, footed 
servants to anticipate 


one's every wish. Felipe was an in- 
surrecto and a high official .against 
tbe Spanish. He is one of the shrewd- 
est men on tbe islands, and though 
finding no fault with the Americans 
be says he has them on probation, and 
if at tbe end of ten years or less the 
Filipinos have not such liberty as is 
consistent 
^ with 
their 
desires 


and capacities then for one be will go 
after tbe • Americans. But I don't 
thick he will have it to do. He was 
for Bryan, but after reading and look- 
ing over the field he came out for Mc- 
Klnley and gold. He never thought 
36 did some Americans that Bryan, if 
elei t d, would remove tbe soldiers 
from the Island. He said Bryan and 
McKlnley were both Americans. The 
wager was between Watts, an Ameri- 
can, not quite a wager either, as 
Watts is a Democrat and if Bryan 
was elected be was to furnish the 
dinner. I am glad Felipe won for 
more reasons-than one. 


The canteen question I will not dis- 


cuss further, not questioning the sin- 
ce; ity and nobility of its opponents 
in America, only to say they are mis- 
guided, misinformed: talking about 
something they have read of but 
have never seen and against the bet- 
ter judgment of nine-tenths of tbe of- 
ficers of the regular army. That Is a 
matter of record, the secretary of war 
having asked for their 'written opin- 
ions. I do not believe total abstin- 
ance will ever be attained in the 
United States but I do believe drunk- 
enness is falling into disfavor. Even 
in the army the man who drinks to 
excess or gets the least offensive Is 
shunned by his comrades. Even when 
he is not drinking he is avoided as 
one whose acquaintance is not desira- 
ble and I belleVt, this is true outside 
the army. Iknow.it in in business 
life. I have no sympathy whatever 
for a drunkard and drunkenness is no 
excuse for anything. 


We have not been paid since Aug. 


31, and for that reason many soldiers 
on the island will be obliged to defer 
sending home some Christmas remem- 
brances. We expected it in Novem- 
ber but this is the llth and there is 
no sign of the paymaster. He is some- 
where on Panay and will reach us in 
December. Happy day.

Electric Railways Will Submit Pro- 


positions to Council. 


BASIS HAS BEEN ESTABLISHED 


AM the Blanket Ordinuce Pasted at tkc 


Last Mettkv Will BCCMK a Part of the 


Fraachisc By Rcforwice. 


The street railway company that 


desires to enter Coshocton and do 
business on the streets of this place 
must bid Jn regular form for therigtf 
If there is more than one -bidder the 
lowest responsible one .will receive 
the franchise. 


The ordinance recently passed was 


not for the Coshocton & Newcomers- 
town company, but for all who follow 
it.' It is the basis on* which every 
line seeking entrance to 'the city must 
found its application; and -until it is 
repealed a" propositions most conform 
to its provisions. ' 
- The ordinance was printed 'today 
and In ten days another notice will 
appear.. It will call upon all'compan- 
ies and individuals desiring a street' 
railway franchise in Cosbocton to bid 
for.the coveted right. The bids must 
be according to the first ordinance, 
but as it-contains no word concerning 
the rate of Jare it is here the compa- 
nies or individuals will battle. If one 
spec!ties-straight five cent fare' and 
another sells 21 tickets for a dol- 
lar it is probable the -last named 
will - win 
out 
although 
council 


can reserve the right to reject" any 
and all bids. If a number of bidders 
have the same thing to offer council 
may throw them alloutaud ask for 
new bids, or it can decide on the 
most responsible and give it the fran- 
chise. Should there be no bids at the 
time appointed in the publication 
next week the whole matter will be 
ended until the next company organ- 
ized asks for a franchise. 


The most important street railway 


litigation to the present is the ordi- 
nance'passed at the last meeting of 
council. It is the basis for all future 
action, and any line"coming into the 
city, or one built here for local traffic, 
must permit the use of its Main street 
track by any other line or lines upon 
an arrangement that will satisfy all 
parties concerned. 
That ordinance 


cannot be repealed or amended unless 
by a vote of the majority of members 
present.
